WHEREAS, Mr. Harris is a member of Youth Life, a

non-denominational religious organization, and has attended

its weekly programs and camp; Youth Life has a weekly program,
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where the members sing songs, pray, read the Bible, and learn

about life, and a yearly camp with members attending from

around the world; and

WHEREAS, Torrence Harris has been instrumental in the

success of multiple service programs including: the Teen Bash,

where he was solely responsible for running the basketball

tournament; the Family Festival; the Community Block Party; and

a work trip to assist victims of Hurricane Katrina; and from

January through March, Torrence and other high school students

planned and implemented two Y Parties for 5th through 8th

graders; and

WHEREAS, One of Mr. Harris' goals is to make a difference

at his school; he is dedicated and works hard at each of the

projects in which he is involved; therefore, be it
